It is something to have had it 
demonstrated that the utilities 
can ‘be made to pay, and to pay 
well. Hitherto the electric light, 
waterworks, and {telephone sys- 
tems have usually shown a margin 
to the good, but the street rail- 
way lost so heavily es to eat up 
that gain and leave the vroup far- 
ther in the hole at the end of the 
year than they were at the be- 
ginning. The record of the last 
nine months shows that it is not 
necessary to operate these enter- 
prises at a loss, or to run them 
without any compensating return 
to the tax payers whose property 
was mortgaged to provide the 
capital investment. What can be 
done once can be repeated, and 
what can be done in a time of 
changing conditions and business 
slackness should be possible in 
times of normal activity and stat- 
ie conditions. Hereafter if the 
utilities do not in any year show 
a substantial sum on the right side 
of the account the tax payers will 
be entitled to know why, 

The outcome for this period 
shows also that it makes a dif- 
ference how the utilities are run, 
and a difference worth while con- 
sidering. True there are more 
people in the city than there were 
last year; but they are not spend- 
ing money so freely even for car 
fare as,it was spent in the first 
nine months of last year. And 
while rates have been raised they 
have not been raised sufficiently 
to account for the difference in 
the results. As a matter of fact, 
the utilities in the nine-month 
period this year took in $270,000 
more than during the correspond- 
ing period last year. That is 
equivalent only to the betterment 
shown in the financial outcome. 
The added cost to which the city 
was put to mpply the extra ser- 
vice has been offset by economy 
in operation and the elimination 
of waste. Because economy was 
practised, the additional revenue
